22— Shrine Day. in Antioch. 

The Shrine marching units 
are famous throughout the 
United States. It's rarely 
that a town the size of Anti- 
och has the honor of being 
host to the Shrincrs. And 
the committee In charge of 
arrangements for the day are 
determined to do Antioch 
proud. 

One of the Shrine units 
that will be marching in An- 
tioch on August 22 is. the 
Oriental Band from Chicago's 
Medinali Temple. 

The Chicago Oriental Baud 
is the first Shrine Oriental 
Band organized. Started back 
in 1889, virtually every one 
of Shrinedom's 167 temples 
now has its own version of an 
Oriental Band. Basically they 
all follow the same pattern 
set by Medlnah, especially in 
uniforms and techniques. 

Medinah had an Arab pa- 
trol before the start of the 
Oriental Band. It was felt 
that the usual band music- 
was not quite in keeping with 
the theme of the Shrine. 
Now the weird strains of the 
musette, the clang of the 
cymbals, the beat of the torn 
-torn and the unusual rhythm 
of other exotic instruments; 
which typify the orient are as 
much a part of the Shrine as 
the red fez. 

Eight Medinah members 
got together back in 1881) and 
formed the grandfather of ail 
the Oriental bands which now 
make up so large a part of 
Shrlner's musical organiza- 
tions.

elections by appealing to the 
people they, are supposed to 
represent. 

As for winning support for 
the GOP slate as a whole, it 
Is reasonable^to assume that 
a legislator with four of five 
terms, behind him is more 
likely to have state-wide con- 
tacts who will come to his 
support than would bo the 
case with a political neophyte 
making his first appearance 
on a ballot.

It is vital that a physician 
be called immediately, but in

temperature as fast as possi- 
bl e.
